leaves Industrial Highway and winds 
for two miles to a dead end at Mifflin’s 
main gate. The post is so well hidden 
that many Philadelphians don't know 
its location and Marines reporting in 
for duty usually spend the better part 
of a day trying to find it 


The history of Fort Mifflin goes back 


more than a century before the Revolu 
tionary War. It has been the site of 
defensive works since 1655. At that 
time it was called Fort Gripsholm and 
was built to shut out the Dutch from a 
Swedish settlement. After the Dutch 
had finally overthrown the Swedes, the 
fort fell into disuse but was rebuilt in 
1673 at the urging of Governor Fletcher 
: “to command the channel and de 
fend trade and inhabitants 

A new fort was built on Mud Island 
shortly before the outbreak of war in 
1776. This installation was completed 
by Thomas Mifflin and was later named 


for him. The

Marines have served at Fort Mifflin 
off and on, since shortly after the 
Corps’ organization. Continental Ma 
rines were a part of the defenders of 
the fort when General William Howe, 
supported by his brother, Admiral 
Richard Howe, turned the full fury of 
the British land and sea forces against 
the tiny fortress, following the fall of 
Philadelphia to the British Army. In 
the six days and nights that the defend 
ers withstood the onslaught, the fort 
was literally pounded into ruins. At 


ne time it was estimated that more 


than 3000 rounds of shot and shell per 
hour fell upon the fort It was the 
heaviest bombardment experienced dur 
ing the entire war and was probably 
the heaviest of the 18th C€ entury 

The old fort rose again from the 
ruins in 1798 and the reconstructed 
buildings and breastworks are still 
standing. The arched-brick casemate 
served to house Confederate prisoners 
during the Civil War and are in good 
repair even today 

In 1855, the War Department ceded 
an acre and a half of land to the Navy

In view of the implementation of 
provisions of the Reserve Forces Act 
of 1955, requiring mandatory partici 
pation of members of the Organized 
Marine Corps Reserve enlisted after 
9 August 1955, it is felt that recruit 
ment of men in this catepory provides 
the Reserve units with a more stable 
element of Reservist than heretofore. 
In addition, those persons over the 
age of 184% who are not eligible for 
enlistment and assignment to Organ- 
ized Reserve units could be taken to 
the regular recruiting office and en 
listed in the Reserve for immediate 
assiynment to active duty in accord 
ance with the existing directives, 

I believe that extending the incen- 
tive plan to include credit for recrutt- 
ment of Reservists would benefit the 
Marine Corps in three ways: 

1. Assist in the difficult task of 
building Organized Reserve units. 

2. Provide personnel for active 
duty and possible future integration, 
either immediately upon enlistment or 
during the succeeding years of the

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Dear Sir: 

If I were Commandant, I would 
authorize and direct all Marine Ex- 
changes to purchase from the Quarter- 
master such items of Marine clothing 
that don’t require a witnessing officer, 
such as socks, utility caps, scivvies, 
shoelaces, and neckties, for sale at the 
Marine Exchange at Q.M. prices. 

The reason for this proposal is that 
the Q.M. clothing sales are not as 
accessible to the men as is the M.X. 
It is often very inconvenient for a 
Marine to have to wait until his unit’s 
cash sale day and then sweat out a 
long line just to buy a pair of socks 
or a set of collar ornaments. It would

PROTECTION SALIENT FEATURE OF SURVIVOR BENEFITS ACT...... 

The Survivor Benefits Act which becomes effective January 1, 1957, 

provides a five-part program of long-range protection for a 
Serviceman's dependents which includes: Widow's Compensation; Chil- 
dren's Compensation; Dependent Parent's Compensation; Six-Month Death 
Gratuity; and Social Security. Widow's Compensation: A new concept in 
benefits to the widow of a man who dies while in service, the Widow's 
Compensation replaces the so-called "free" insurance payments of $92.90 
for ten years. The benefits, called Dependency and Indemnity Compensation 
and based on the rank and time in service of the deceased serviceman, are 
Shown in the table above. These payments, paid by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, continue for the lifetime of the widow unless she should re- 
marry. The amount of her other income has no bearing on the payment of her 
benefits. Should sne remarry, her benefits cease but the deceased service- 
man’s children, if any, would then be entitled to: 
Children's Compensation: When a widow is not entitled to her compensation 
due to death, divorce or remarriage, the VA will make monthly compensa- 
tion payments to the children of the deceased serviceman at the follow- 
ing rates: 


One child $70 
Two children $100 
Three chiidren $130 
Additional children $25 eactl 


These payments will uSually end when the child reaches 
18 years of age but may continue to 21 years if the child is a student 
or if the child is indefinitely incapable of self-support. 

In any event, children of a deceased serviceman are entitled to 
payments based on their father's Social Security account. 
Parent's Compensation: When parents have been dependent on the deceased

New provisions set ip by the Act estab- 
lish minimum payments of $800 and maximum payments f $500 
social Security: For the first time the military will be covered 
by Social Security on a contributory basis. First evidence of this will

be a 23% tax which will be deducted from basic pay—up to 4 maximum of 
$4200 per year—beginning January l. 

With payment of the tax, servicemen will accumulate 0oc1Al 
security credit based on their actual pay which time they can count both 


for military retirement and Social Security benefits. 
In addition, servicemen will be credited with Social Secu! ity credits 


of $160 a month from January 1, 1951, (or whatever portion since that time 
that they have been in service) as of January L, 2907. 

These credits will not be lost when a man retires or transfer }
